"Last year nearly teu carloads ot 
registered Aberdecn-Anjrus were ex- 
ported to Canada," said Mr. Gray, and 
he first tiling this year, the biggest 
ninch of high priced purc-brcds ever 
jroug-ht into Canada has just crossed 
the border. These cattle that cost up 
to i'2 000 a head came from Tennessee 
Iowa, Washington and Illinois. They 
could just as well have come from 
Wisconsin, which is located so as to 
supply either Canadian east of west 
with as good beef seed as can be rais- 
ed anywhere*.
